The commander-in-chief ad­ 
dressed his troops, extending 
thanks for their labors in achiev- 
ng capture of Addis Ababa. 
“ We made it,” Marshal Badog­ 
lio said proudly . 
“ Is the war over? ” this cor­ 
respondent asked him. 
“ There is no enemy , therefore 
this must be the end,” the com- 
mander-in-chief replied. 
Preceded by native Eritrean 
Askari on foot, the great motor­ 
ized column, commanded per­ 
sonally by Marshal Badoglio, left 
Dessy e, former field headquar­ 
ters of Emperor Haile Selassie, 
April 28 . 
Thirty thousand troops took 
part in the spectacular advance, 
moving along two pathway s and 
finally pinching off Addis Ababa 
from two sides in accordance 
with 
the 
marshal’s 
favorite 
strategy , used often in the sev­ 
en-month conquest of the coun­ 
try — a job most military au­ 
thorities thought would require 
at least two y ears. 
The main column with Mar­ 
shal Badoglio, comprised one 
thousand 
trucks, 
tremendous 
quantities of supplies and water, 
the entire Sabauda division and 
a mixed regiment of companies 
of Bersaglieri,, Blackshirts of 
the January 23 division, marines, 
grenadiers, frontier guards and 
engineers.

The column included corres­ 
pondents and two field radio 
stations. It was accompanied by 
airplanes 
roaring 
constantly 
overhead. 
The cavalcade swung out of 
Dessy e to the southeast on a 
truck road built for Haile Selas­ 
sie by a Swiss engineer in 1932 
after the Negus had modernized 
his army . 
Along the old Imperial high­ 
way to the west, 200 kilometers 
(125 miles) nearer Addis Ababa, 
went two brigades of native 
Eritrean troops, commanded by 
Gen. Allesandropirzio-Biroli and 
brigade 1 commanders 
General 
Gallina and Brigadier General 
Tracchia. 
The Imperial highway which 
they traversed afoot was little 
more 
than 
a 
caravan 
trail 
straight over the mountains. 
Marshal Badoglio considered it 
safer to move the trucks along 
the semi-circle route of the Se­ 
lassie highway , though it was 
longer, because it ran half way 
through friendly Galla territory . 
The older, straighter Imperial 
road headed through Haile Se­ 
lassie’s own Shoan territory . 
With the Eritreans far ahead 
on the old road, the motor cav­ 
alcade passed through startling- 
ly beautiful mountain country . 
This force covered 125 kilo­ 
meters (about 78 miles) the first 
day , and toiled 75 kilometers 
(about 47 miles) the second day , 
clearing away many land and 
rock slides started by imperial 
troops who retreated after the 
northern battle of Mai Ceu. 
The cavalcade roared through 
blistering heat of central Ethi­ 
opia and had to ford dozens of 
rivers. 
After the first two swift-mov­ 
ing day s, it was necessary to 
halt for two and a half day s at 
MacFud, on the River Robi, al­ 
lowing the Eritreans ahead to 
clear the road and occupy stra­ 
tegic positions close to Addis 
Ababa to assure success in the 
final stages of the advance. 
The road cut sharply to the 
west again after MacFud, swung 
in the direction of Debra Bir- 
han, circled east again to Degiat 
and then took another half-cir- 
cle east to Addis Ababa. 
The 
atmosphere 
throughout 
the march was joy ful, the troops 
camping each night in tents and 


gathering about roaring fltgp for 
a song fest. 
Daily dramas were provided 
during the march by bombing 
planes swooping within ten feet 
of the tents. Nightly , veterans 
of engagements all along the 
line got together to talk over 
their experiences. 
The fare was corned beef, with 
what vegetables we could buy 
from natives. 
* 
Hundreds of natives, still not 
sure of their positions, were seen 
in the mountains, hesitant to 
come out of hiding. 
Marshal Badoglio proclaimed 
that natives, even if they had. 
fought against Italy , could sub­ 
mit and gain pardons if they ap­ 
peared within one week. 
One small engagement marked 
the entire movement from Des­ 
sy e to Addis Ababa, Askari kill­ 
ing s 14 Ethiopians.

Mother’s Day this y ear can have a very spe­ 
cial sig nificance for those who have been forg et­ 
ful and neg lectful. It can serve as a g ood start­ 
ing point for a continuous appreciation of a 
mother’s love and affection. If the sentiment of 
the celebration this y ear arouses in all of us a 
keener desire to show an appreciation every day 
of the y ear, the observance will have created a 
fine attitude toward our mothers, which will 
make their lives happier and more cheerful for 
the manifestations of love which we are showing

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IT J UST DOESN’T WORK 
All want hig her standards of living . All want 
larg er salaries and wag es. That desire has been 
reflected in laws and reg ulations desig ned to 
achieve that happy end. 
Unfortunately , basic facts are often forg otten. 
On the theory that hig her prices would result in 
hig her wag es, we have been g iven laws restrict­ 
ing the production of necessities. We have voted 
laws restricting or penalizing methods of dis­ 
tributing necessities that lower prices throug h 
g reater efficiency , faster turnover, and smaller 
profits, in an effort to encourag e less efficient 
business. 
But the only income that counts to an indi­ 
vidual is “real income” — income measured in 
the lig ht of purchasing power. A dollar is noth­ 
ing but a measure of value. Two dollars that will 
buy twenty pounds of sug ar are not as valuable 
as one dollar which will buy twenty -five. 
This is not an arg ument for forcing prices 
down to profitless levels. It is an arg ument 
ag ainst laws or practices which force prices, di­ 
rectly or indirectly , to artificial levels, to the 
detriment of the public. It is an established fact 
that purchasing power alway s lag s fan behind 
law-made boosts in price structures. If it is 
made illeg al to distribute and sell products in 
the most economic manner, the 125 million 
American consumers are g oing to suffer. 
Supply and demand is still the economic law. 
It.cannot be circumvented without courting dis­ 
aster. Leg islation and special class tax ation to 
penalize one g roup to aid another — leg isla­ 
tion that would promote scarcity of necessities 
— leg islation that forg ets the consumer, robs 
every family in the nation by increasing house­ 
hold bills.

In African Co nquest

FIFTEEN YEARS 
AGO TODAY 
Washing ton, May 5 (/P)—The 
United States has received as­ 
surances from the Italian g ov­ 
ernment that lives and property 
of foreig ners in Addis Ababa 
would be protected according to 
the rules of war as soon as Ital­ 
ian forces occupy the city . 
This was learned today shortly 
after word from London that a 
larg e force of Italian troops had 
entered Addis Ababa. Earlier, 
America’s fig hting envoy , Cor­ 
nelius Van JH. Eng ert,-and the 
little band which staved off a t­ 
tacks of Ethiopian bandits, had 
been evacuated safely to the 
British leg ation. 
The Italian assurances were 
g iven the American embassy in 
Rome in response to an inquiry 
from Secretary Hull asking it to 
ascertain from the Fascist g ov­ 
ernment what steps it was taking 
to meet its responsibility to pro­ 
tect the lives of foreig ners in the 
Ethiopian capital as far as possi­ 
ble.

FIRM FDR TWELFTH 
ANNUAL STOP OFF 


They’re back! 
Yes sir,, for the twelfth succes­ 
sive season a host of black- 
crowned night herons has re­ 
turned to the Sol Peckingpaugh 
farm, three miles north and a 
mile east of New Castle, just off 
State Road 3, and after Saturday 
hundreds of persons will be vis­ 
iting the farm to see these feath­ 
ered visitors from Argentina. 
Cold weather delayed the re­ 
turn of the herons, which num­ 
ber about 2,000 this year, and 
they came back March 27, ten 
days after the returning date in 
1935. 
The birds numbered nine on 
the first pilgrimage a dozen years 
ago and they nest in a timbered 
section on the Peckingpaugh 
place. They return to South 
America early in the year, even 
before the first touches of frost 
are felt. * Usually they depart 
around August 1. 
The night heron has a wing- 
spread of about six feet. Its body 
is gray, wings blue and crown 
black. There are from five to sev­ 
en eggs in each of the nests, 
which are located about 100 feet 
above the ground. The birds are 
protected by the federal govern­ 
ment.

to 100 per cent on another. 
Tne top rate actually men­ 
tioned in the house bill is 42 % 
per cent. This would be applied 
against the entire net income of 
a corporation which retained 57.5 
per cent of its income for a given 
year. 
Several critical witnesses have 
said that in effect this was a rate 
of 73 per cent upon the portion 
of the income not distributed in 
dividends, but Hastings was the 
first to introduce figures to show 
it was 100 per cent on savings be­ 
y ond 30 per cent of net income. 
It works this way, he said. The 
bill levies a tax of four per cent 
on nft income when 10 per cent 
of income is retained. For a cor­ 
poration making $100,000 and re­ 
taining $10,000 the tax is $4,000. 
That is 40 per cent of the amount 
retained. 
If a second 10 per cent is re­ 
tained the rate goes up to nine 
per cent, or $9 ,000. That is an ad­ 
ditional $5,000 or 50 per cent of 
the additional $10,000 retained. 
Figuring the same way, the tax 
for the third 10 per cent would 
be 60 per cent. 
That if the corporation want­ 
ed to lay aside a fourth 10 per 
cent,- or forty per cent in all, the 
tax would go up $10,000 or a doll­ 
ar in taxes for each additional 
dollar put aside. 
More opposition witnesses ap­ 
peared today to testify before 
the finance committee, which 
last week had heard treasury ex­ 
perts declare tnat the adminis­ 
tration program was a needed 
reform to remove inequities in 
the present tax structure.

RELIEF MONEY STILL 


BIO CAMPAIGN ISSUE 


Washington, May 6 (Æ*)—Bar­ 
ring a successful “coup” by the 
PWA bloc in the house, Harry L. 
Hopkins appeared destined today 
to be the kingpin of next year’s 
relief program. 
President Roosevelt put his 
foot down again yesterday on the 
idea of earmarking for PWA 
$4 00,000,000 of the requested $1,- 
500,000,000 relief appropriation, 
a move desired by some house 
members. 
This was generally interpreted 
to mean that Hopkins’ WPA 
would spend the bulk of the 
money next year, as it is doing 
in the present year. 
Responding to questions at a 
press conference, Mr. Roosevelt 
declared flatly that he was op­ 
posed to the $4 00,000,000 ear­ 
marking move. 
This was the latest develop­ 
ment in long-standing rivalry 
among exponents of two theories 
of relief. Secretary Ickes, public 
works administration chief, has 
been carrying on heavier con­ 
struction work, while WPA de­ 
votes itself more to lighter proj­ 
ects. 
Although President Roosevelt 
opposed 
the 
earmarking 
for 
PWA, evidently maintaining his 
stand that money spent on such 
projects would not go so far as 
WPA in providing employment, 
he also spoke of the possibility of 
a new system. 
Conferences with house mem­ 
bers indicated, he felt, that WPA 
could carry out many projects of

lending communities the money 
to bear their share of the cost. 
Representative Beiter (D-NY), 
leader of a bloc driving for funds 
for PWA projects, confidently 
declared that he could muster

Although the formal opening 
of the state parks for the 1936 
season will not take place until 
May 1, attendance since the first 
of the year is already ahead of 
the same period in 1935, Virgil 
M. Simmons, commissioner of the 
Department of Conservation, an­ 
nounced today.
